And now the baleful influence of the country 
comes to disturb our metropolitan peace. Dis- 
cord reigns in the family circle. The question:

another is conservative and discouraging. This 
place is too cold; this too warm. ‘That place 
is infested with mosquitoes; that with the per- 
vasive and clinging chills. Another place is a 
society-forsaken hole, and still another is an 
expensive bedlam, And finally it comes down, 
for those of us who have not villas at Newport 
or cottages at Long Branch, to the old unsatis- 
factory arrangement—a few weeks at some ex- 
travagant watering place and the rest of the 
summer devoted to retirement and financial 
recuperation at some lonely rural farm-house 
on a diet of tough beef and green corn. What 
a mockery of health-seeking and enjoyment it 
all is!

Where will Mr. Mahone, och hone, pass the 
summer? We fear that even in the maddest 


»heats of August, the atmosphere will have a 


certain chillness for him, It seems to us that 
Mr. Mahone is more or less “ left.” He is left 
with a new party on his hands, of which he is 
the only member. The trouble with Mr. Ma- 
hone is that he has introduced a startling inno- 
vation into our scheme of politics. In laying 
out his, plan of reform, he began by reforming 
himself; an idea which no other reformer was 
ever known to dream of. The proper way to 
reform is to reform others, and then, if the re- 
form becomes popular, to drop into the ranks 
yourself. Mr. Mahone’s idea of a democratic 
party so reformed that the outside observer 
couldn’t tell it from the republican party was 
a very good one; but he had not secured enough 
adherents to the idea, It is a bad scheme to 
start out to lead a party and then to find that 
there is no party to lead. Mr. Mahone looked 
confidently to Mr. Conkling to furnish the party ; 
and now Mr. Conkling has retired to the shades 
of private life and has left no political assets. 
The old original democratic party is all on 
hand; but it is just as unreformed as ever it 
was, so Mr. Mahone can’t lead “Aas. The re- 
publican party is likewise on deck; but it 
doesn’t seem to be in any serious need ofa 
leader. It is borne in upon us with the force 
of irresistible conviction, that the only sum- 
mering place for Mr. Mahone is that famous 
Fort Yuba, in the South-West, which was so 
warm that the bad soldier who died there came 
up to earth for his blankets. Elsewhere in this 
cruel world the weather will be coolish for Mr, 
Mahone, och hone.

We recently expressed hopes that Mr. Conk- 
ling’s fight against the administration might not 
be successful. These hopes have been ‘more 
than realized. Not only has Mr. Conkling 
been signally defeated in his attempt to inter- 
fere with the prerogatives of the President, but, 
like Mare Antony, he has fallen on his own 
sword after his discomfiture; thus committing 
political suicide. The parallel, however, is not 
complete, for the Roman hero knew that his act 
would end his career, while Mr. Conkling, in 





resigning his seat in the Senate, fondly hopes 
that his Stalwart supporters will triumphantly 
re-elect him, and show the world that he is, 
after all, ‘‘a biger man” than old Garfield. 
As things look now the chances of Mr. Conkling 
retaining the title of ex-Senator for an inde- 
finite period seem very favorable, indeed, and 
we think the country can stand it, if Mr. Conk- 
ling can.

This gentleman has so long been under the 
delusion that the Government could not be 
carried on without his assistance, that it will be 
quite a novel experience for him to find that 
the sun can actually rise and set, and that 
nominations can be made and confirmed with- 
out the intervention of his graceful fingers in 
the patronage pie. With all due respect to 
Mr. Conkling’s greatness, we venture to believe 
that he can very well be spared from the coun- 
cils of the nation. We believe that the poli- 
tical atmosphere will be clearer, brighter, 
healthier without him, Although not person- 
ally corrupt, he set a bad example to our 
younger citizens who take an interest in the 
politics of their native land. He lowered the 
dignity of the exalted office of Senator by 
making it little more than a means of jobbing 
offices out among those who flattered his vanity. 
There is no useful law, no patriotic measure, 
with which Roscoe Conkling’s name has ever 
been associated. From first to last he has been 
a clever and powerful political huckster and 
intriguer. 


At first sight it seemed a very terrible affair, 
this sudden resignation. Some of the papers, 
for the want of a better name, called it ‘‘a bomb- 
shell;’’ but it was not a bit like a bombshell. 
A bombshell explodes and deals death and de- 
struction all round. Mr. Conkling has ex- 
ploded, but with results that are perfectly 
harmless. He has hurt nobody but himself. 
We think it better to compare him to a wind- 
bag that has become, from excessive’ inflation, 
so distended that it explodes with a loud re- 
port, but destroys nothing but the bag that 
contains the wind. Our artist has endeavored 
to convey this idea in our centre cartoon. It 
will be noticed that there is a little baby bal- 
loon attached to the extreme end of the ex- 
ploding Mr. Conkling’s coat-tails. This is Mr. 
ex-Senator Platt, who is also enjoying his little 
explosion. But he is a very small satellite of the 
Conkling planet, and is scarcely worth men- 
tioning. Yet he has to obey political-astronom- 
ical laws, and to travel in the orbit permitted 
him by the overshadowing Conkling body- to 
travel, and quickly, we reckon, back to the 
obscurity whence he came.

When Indiana, last October, showed itself

Many New Jersey men are in the habit of go- 
ing to Coney Island, and there indulging in in- 
toxicating drinks to an injudicious extent—a 
habit which those who have their country’s 
good at heart cannot too severely reprobate. 
When they are reported by the Coney Island 
bar-keepers as able to contain no more, they 
are shipped by the police to Brooklyn, where 
it is their custom to assemble at Gowanus Bay 
and gaze into the pellucid water, while waiting 
for letters from home containing remittances,

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WE TOLD YOU SO. 


T is not very often that we crow over the 
misfortunes of others, nor do we intend to 
do so now, but it is a little satisfaction to 

us, as public journalists, to find that our pro- 
phecies with regard to the Co-operative Dress 
Association are more than likely to be realized. 

In number 212 of Puck, issued March 3oth, 
we said: 

‘““The Co-operative Dress Association an- 
nounces that all the capital stock has been sub- 
scribed for; that it will soon get in working- 
order and show us poor benighted outsiders, 
who have not taken stock in the concern, what 
a very grand thing co-operation is, especially 
when there is a real Hinglish Secretary con- 
nected with the business. ...Co-operation is a 
good thing for, and has worked well in Eng- 
land, but we question whether it will work as 
well here; nor are all the names attached to the 
prospectus of the Association such as to inspire 
us with confidence in its success, It is impos- 
sible that such a society can keep as large and 
so varied a stock as our great dry-goods stores, 
and some goods, we know, cannot be sold at 
lower prices than at present....The expenses 
are likely to be very great. A few defalcations 
on the part of the employees, extra and secret 
commission to buyers, and little things like 
these, may ultimately prove to the stockholder 
and subscriber that co-operation is not so good 
in practice as it is in theory.” 

According to the present condition of the 
Co-operative Dress Association our prescience 
may be looked upon as equal to anything ever 
done by the smartest professional prophet of 
either ancient cr modern times, 

Of course we take the newspaper reports, 
which tell us that Mr. Anthony Pulbrook, the 
organizing Secretary, and Miss Kate Field, are 
not on particularly good terms with each other. 
In fact, Miss Field has sued Mr, Pulbrook for 
$2,567. Little chance as we thought there was 
of the Association ever being established on a 
business-like basis, it was, after all, quite neces- 


sary to engage somebody to organize the con- | 


cern. Perhaps Mr. Pulbrook made as good an 
organizing Secretary as anybody else. Perhaps 
his services were worth all that he received for 
them—perhaps they were not. But Miss Field 
says that Mr, Pulbrook made a profit of some 
$6,500, half of which he agreed 40 give her, and 
that she has received only $650. 

- Now we know that Miss Field has shown her 
ability in many and varied walks in life. She 
has distinguished herself as an actress, an elo- 
cutionist, a poet and a newspaper correspondent, 
but she does not appear to us to quite under- 
stand co-operative associations. With her in- 
domitable energy she probably will learn in 
time, but she has not commenced in a promis- 
ing manner. ‘There is no reason why Miss Kate 
Field should give her vaiuable aid without pay- 
ment, or that Mr. Pulbrook should do so— 
the laborer is always worthy of his hire. But 
nevertheless we are a little disappointed, We 
fear that the example of Mr. Robert Ingersoll 
in preaching his conscientious opinions for 
money has had its effect on Miss Field. Miss 
Field is the Apostle of Co-operative Dress 
Associations, and is apparently ready to re- 
ceive payment for doing good to her unco- 
operative fellow creatures, It may be all right, 
and it is doubtless ‘‘ business,” but we can’t 
make up our minds to like it. 

The essential principle of co-operation is un- 
selfishness, It is in everybody co-operating for 
the common good. It is not in paying large 
sums of money to any person who happens to 
suggest that co-operation isa fine thing; it is 
not to find employment for managers and buy- 
ers, and all kinds of people at high salaries; it 
is for a number of people to co-operate, in order 
to get supplies at the lowest cost. 











We shall follow the fortunes of the Co-oper- 
ative Dress Association with much interest. We 
hope Miss Kate Field will succeed in getting 
her money from the heartless Rulbrook. We 
hope soon to see a large building leased, and the 
business booming—bo »ming so much thatall the 
great dry goods stores in this and other cities 
will have to retire into the back-woods and start 
afresh,

FITZNOODLE IN AMERICA.

4 Ya-as, I have been 
to Boston, a place 
about two hundwed 
wiles fwom he-ah, to 
witness the pwoduc- 
tion of a twagedy 
witten by a fellaw 
named Sophocles, 
fy, who flourwished in a 
/ verwy early perwiod 
of the world’s his- 
torwy. lt was per- 
formed by some fel- 
lows who belong to a college ne-ah he-ah, called, 
I believe, Harvard, situated at Cambwidge. I 
don’t mean the Bwitish Cambwidge, ye know— 
because I went there myself—but an Amerwi- 
can place named aftah it. It is awfully odd. 
You may meet a tolerwably decent sort of young 
man, and, in the course of his conversation, 
he will pwobably say, ‘‘ When I was a student 
at Cambwidge.” One naturwally asks, ‘‘ What 
college?” ‘Then he has to explain that he we- 
fers to the Amerwican Cambwidge, which has 
pwactically but one college—Harvard. 

Aw it was some of these fellaws who got 
thrwashed some ye-ahs ago in a boat-wace on 
the Thames, pulling against an Oxford, or Cam- 
bwidge cwew—I forget which, But still I think 
it is wathah widiculous for Amerwicans to ap- 
pwopwiate a wegulah English name so thor- 
woughly identified with a Bwitish University, 
and use it faw a aw comparwatively youthful 
Boston college. It shows lack of orwiginality. 

I am not particularly stwong in Gweek. I 
wead just enough to carwy me thrwough the 
wegulation exams and take my degwee; but, to 
please Mrs. Fitznoodle, who has a bwothah at 
Harvard, I was induced to aw go.

On the back of the programme. was an advertisement of the estab- 
lishment of Mr. Dinkelspiel, (clothing, Chatham Square.) 

The performance opened brilliantly, and the diamonds of Mr, 
Minzesheim, (advances on personal property, Bowery,) added an un- 
wonted lustre to the part of Gaséon. In the second act, when Miss 
Dinkelspiel, as Camille, dismissed Mr. Lemline, (notions, White Street,) 
as the Count de Varville, thunders of applause rang through the house, 
Mr. Stern, (diamonds, Broadway,) who was sitting next to Mrs. Mor- 
genstern, in the audience, remarked: ‘Dot girl ain’t got no beezness 
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sense ;” but Mrs. Morgenstern replied: ‘ Dot’s only a blay; anyhow, 
and maybe dot other feller’s got some money left him, don’t it?” 

The third act was also gloriously successful, although Mr. Abend- 
roth (white goods, Lispenard Street) manifested an inclination to call 








for the particulars of the bill of sale of Camille’s effects, The general 
effect was pleasing, and the sufferings of the fair heroine excited much 
sympathy. When the two principal performers were called before the 
curtain and bowed their acknowledgements hand in hand they were 
hailed by the aged Mr. Blumenstein, ( peddlers’ supplies, Houston 
Street,) with “ Dot’s riyit, young feller, don’ you go back on her; she’s 
one of our beople!” 

Everything passed off most smoothly until the termination of the 
fourth act.

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A FEW FACTS 
AS TO THE ORIGIN OF OLD JOKES. 


SEVEN to the most unobservant mind it 
HF2 must sometimes occur that the fine old 

crusted jokes which appear and reappear 
with unrelenting regularity in the columns of 
the daily papers and the London Punch were 
once young, if not vigorous. We know them, 
of course, only in their familiar baldheaded- 
ness; but there was a time when people—not 
Englishmen, either—laughed over them, and 
when the aureole of originality hung about 
them, instead of their present sickly and mias- 
matic glimmer of decayed brilliancy. 

Strange as this may seem, it is true; and 
people of a reflective disposition may be inter- 
ested in learning the genesis of the patriarchs 
of humor which have so often lulled them to 
balmy slumber. 

There is, for instance, our old friend: ‘‘When 
is a door not a door ?—when it’s ajar’—a jar 
—see? ‘That sparkling witticism was a little 
impromptu of Samson's. He was carrying away 
the now historic portals of Gaza on his back, 
when he met a Philistine dry-goods drummer 
footing it up from Jericho, where he had been 
advised to go by numerous wholesale merchants 
of the period. The developments of trade in 
Jericho had not been so rich as he had been 
led to expect; and he was getting along Gaza 
way when Samson encountered him and ad- 
dressed him with this query. Samson’s phen- 
omenal strength, amply attested by the records, 
insured him immunity from annihilation; but 
the drummer died, remarking: ‘‘ You take the 
sample case,”’ which Samson did. 

The reverend, hoary-headed joke about a 
miller’s wearing a white hat to keep his head 
warm first saw the light in the days of the old 
Olympian games. Aristocheinoumekos of Beeotia 
threw it at the muscular young Kallimacharain- 
ias of Elis, a young man with some self-respect. 
Aristocheinoumekos made the merry jest @ pro- 
pos ofa mill just then going on between Ma- 
galeionides of Lacedemonia and ’Enanonios 
of Syracuse ; and it was the last speech of Aris- 
tocheinoumekos’s on record, except his dying 
request to be carried home on a clean shutter. 

Puns on Lent originated early in the Christ- 
ian era; and it is to this fact that most of the 
persecutions of the Christian martyrs were due. 
When this is clearly understood, we believe 
there will be a revulsion of feeling as to the 
Roman Emperors. We have long believed that 
they should be regarded as benefactors of their 
kind, and now that their motives are under- 
stood we trust that intelligent people will give 
them due credit for the application of the 
numerous tortures which they inflicted upon 
miscreants for whom death was too good, and 
whose lineal descendants are now editing the 
English comic papers, 

Poems on the Cat in his and her capacity of 
nocturnal musician were first constructed in the 
latter part of the eleventh century; and led to 
the invention of the rack, the wheel, and other 
appropriate bits of mechanism. ‘The inventor 
of puns on the word cat is believed to have 
flourished—for a brief period—about 1200 
A.D.; and the absence of mountains of any 
considerable size in Great Britain is accounted 
for by the fact that they were all rooted up by 
the indignant natives to throw at him. 

The man who made the first pun on 
“whether” and ‘‘ weather” occupies the in- 
terior of one of the largest of the Egyptian 
pyramids; and the poem written upon him at 
the time by Miss Shushan Bi Anphthonesis was 
engraved on an obelisk which unfortunately 
crumbled to dust in 1672. ; 

Puns on the Bosphorus were among the 
agonies inflicted upon the victims sacrificed to 
the deities of love at the Lampsakian feasts; 
and it was rare that anything further was 
needed. 


Pure, undoubted antique jokes about un- 
dressed kids, being found principally in Africa, 
were dug up in Abyssinia in the last century 
by Bruce, the famous traveler; but in such an 
advanced stage of decomposition that he left 
them there. Later explorers have not been so 
discreet. 

Examples of this sort might be multiplied 
indefinitely ; but there are some things too pain- 
ful for utterance. We need only refer, in clos- 
ing, to one genuine American joke, which 
began its work of devastation some years before 
this country became a republic. George Wash- 
ington’s father gave him a chopper on his sixth 
birthday; merely to get off the question: ‘‘Why 
don’t you answer me what I have axed you?” 
The little George promptly replied: ‘‘ Father, 
I am not telling lies just at present. I am saving 
them for a period of greater moral depression ; 
but you know it is only the twenty-second of 
February, and I haven’t got my little spring hat 
yet.” 

Old man Washington traveled rapidly after 
ashingle; but the curse yet remains upon our 
fair land.

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THE GREEK PLAY. 


WHEN it became distinctly understood that some one 
had to go on to Boston from this office to criticise the 
Harvard Greek play, there was trouble in the Puck 
family. Our regular dramatic critic objected to under- 
taking the job. He indignantly repelled the insinuation 
that he did not understand Greek. He had been brought 
up on Greek, he said, and had been familiar with the 
language from infancy. But he remarked that this thing 
had music in it, and might properly be considered an 
opera. 

But our musical critic wouJd not have the’ commission 
at any price. He spoke Greek fluently, as he casually 
mentioned; but he was a devotee of the Italian school 
of music; and the incidentai performances in ‘ CEdipus 
Tyrannus” were more or less on the Wagner order. Be- 
sides, although he frankly confessed that he was a musi- 
cian, he did not think that he had done anything so de- 
grading as to justify his being sent to Boston, and we 
agreed with him. 

The sporting editor wouldn’t go, either. He never 
spoke anything except Greek when he was at home; but 
he was a decent man and no slugger, and he declined to 
associate with college students. There was no denying 
the force of his objection, and we excused him. 

It looked very much as though we were stuck for a pro- 
vincial critic, when somebody pulled out from under the 
editorial desk a pitiable object, which had lain there dur- 
ing the winter, subsisting on the droppings of the waste- 
basket. 

** What is this?” inquired the exchange editor, looking 
at the cadaverous form and imbecile features of the loose- 
jointed anomaly. 

** Why, don’t you know?” said the historical editor: 
‘that is our old Pinafore editor. We have had no use 
for him for a year or so, and he has been chucked away 
into a corner and forgotten. Stand him up and dust him 
off—perhaps 4e’ll do.” 

The Pinafore editor, when whistled to, revived enough 
to say that he was willing to undertake the criticism of 
anything in the mixed musical and dramatic line; and 
that, as to understanding Greek, he was sure he should 
find it no worse nonsense than the usual text of the comic 
operas which it had been his fate to tackle. 

He was accordingly brushed up into some semblance 
of respectability, and despatched to Cambridge as extra 
fragile freight. 

We have just received the following report from him. 
To us it suggests reminiscences of some strange old musi- 
cal composition with which we sexm to have been familiar 
in early youth; but we can’t exactly fix it in our memory. 





CAMERIDGEOMAI, MAYON 18th, 1881. 
The first performance of “(Edipus Tyrannus” went 
off very successfully. The new play abounds in bright 
and taking melodies, which are bound to catch the popu- 
lar ear; and the dialogue is wholly free from the sugges- 
tiveness of operettas of the Offenbach school.

But the success of the evening was made by Miss Op- 
dycke, who assumed the soprano réle of Focasta, and 
brought down the house by her splendid rendering of 
the air:

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A JERSEY JIBBENAINOSAY. 


T now turns out that there is a wild man 
of the woods—a regular Jibbenainosay— 
in the peaceful State of New Jersey. From 

the locality he has selected—North Bergen, to 
wit—it is to be inferred that he is not a very 
level-headed marauder. Since the failure of 
the cranberry crop in 1865 there has not been 
such an excitement in the True Blue State as 
this character has created. We read: 

“From what is said of him he would appear 
to be either an eccentric resident of the neigh- 
borhood, a maniac escaped from surveillance, 
or a veritable wild man of the woods who had 

_a lair no one knew where and subsisted no one 
knew how. About a month ago some children 
passing through the woods on their way to a 
Jersey district school first encountered the 
strange being. They were alone, and were en- 
tering a grove of cedars when the startling ap- 
parition appeared before them. According to 
their description the man was of most repulsive 
appearance, and had no clothing on beyond a 
short undershirt. His hair was long and matted 
together, and his eyes, they said, were wild 
and staring. The children had come *upon 
him suddenly, and were almost within his grasp 
before they discovered his presence. ‘They 
screamed, and taking hands fled rapidly, out- 
running the stranger, who followed them but a 
short distance and then gave up the chase.” 

It would seem from this that the True Blue 
was not a good long-distance runner. A Jib- 
benainosay with no other impediment but the 
unconventional cardigan above referred to 
must have been seriously lacking in speed if he 
couldn’t overtake a troupe of Jersey school- 
children, running “ hand-in-hand.” However, 
it is not difficult to get areputation for prowess 
in New Jersey, and we read that after this awe- 
inspiring episode ‘ fearful stories began to be 
told in the neighborhood in reference to deeds 
of pillage and other lawless acts committed by 
this person, whose identity was not discovered. 
At first they were accredited to tramps who by 
fits and starts ‘strolled into the locality,’ but 
investigation showed that in several instances 
the offender was a denizen of the metropolis 
who had gone over to the New Jersey shore 
and made forays through the district lying 
along it in quest of any plunder he could carry 
off. Not long since a party of Frenchmen who 
lived in South Fifth Avenue were apprehended 
for theft, and it was discovered that they had 
been in the habit of prowling about this very 
district and under the pretext of gathering 
ferns and herbs through the day had taken 
note of what houses they could attempt to rob. 
Horses and harness were taken off by them on 
several occasions, a church was pillaged and a 
couple of attempts were made to enter private 
residences; kindred acts were heard of which 
are set down as the work of other gangs of out- 
laws or vagrants roaming about as they did.” 

The reader will cheerfully bear witness that 
this is a terrible indictment. That pillage and 
rapine should reign in North Bergen is not un- 
natural, but that the thiefs should make the 
gathering of ferns and herbs and such horti- 
cultural pastimes the pretext for their depreda- 
tions, shakes one’s faith in human nature, These 
Jersey robbers, besides having a soft spot for 
the beauties of Nature, are also discriminating. 
They took not only horses, but ‘also harness.” 
This shows a baser pitch of depravity. They 
did not stop to remove bridals, bits, curb-reins 
and lines, but captured the whole business, It 
is noticeable, too, that they did not repeat their 
exploit of “ pillaging a North Bergen church.” 
That is significant. Private residences they 
respected; they did no more than “ attempt” 
to enter them. One shudders to think that 
those innocent-looking herb gatherers were, in- 
deed, villains who respected neither the sanc- 





tity of a church nor the vested and proprietary 
rights of Jerseymen in a set of harness, 

We are not told what hand the short-distance 
Jibbenainosay pedestrian had in these depre- 
dations. But his proceedings, when next seen 
by the children, indicate a versatile tempera- 
ment. Seven little girls organized an expedi- 
tion against him and they were chaperoned, so 
to speak, by Samuel| Green, “a thirteen-year- 
old son of Dr. Green of Bergenwood Avenue.” 
Led by the valiant thirteen-year-old they 
bearded old True Blue in this woody lair with 
the result thus pathetically described: ‘All at 
once, as they were passing the cedar grove he 
appeared; but, as if startled at the appearance 
of so many or perhaps by the presence of the 
boy, he turned his back upon them, while they 
fled precipitately from the place.” An equal 
amount of courage, it will be observed, was 
exercised by each party. It is difficult, indeed, 
to state who showed the most valor—the thir- 
teen-year-old Green or the True Blue Jib- 
benainosay. ‘The narrator goes on to say: 
‘‘The strange part of the story is that snow 
was upon the ground, and the man, according 
to the children’s statement, wore simply a light 
undershirt. A week later they saw him again, 
and this time he whistled to them and called 
them to him, but at sight of him they fled while 
he pursued, From that time they took a differ- 
ent route until about ten days ago, when they 
went over the same road and again saw the 
same strange being. He had managed to se- 
cure additional clothing, however, for a pair 
of pantaloons had been added to his stock of 
dress gear.” 

This eccentricity on the part of the Jibbe- 
nainosay is clearly characteristic. He waited 
for spring-tide to don his heavy garments. No 
one but a dyed-in-the-wool-Jerseyman would 
dothis; Itis stated on authority which, unfor- 
tunately, cannot be disputed that one William 
White, a North Bergen florist, has now the in- 
vestigation in hand and that ‘a watch will be 
placed on the roads and efforts made to cap- 
ture this extraordinary being.’”’ Under these 
circumstances his identity must continue to be 
shrouded in obscurity. 

The strangest part of the affair is that a hos- 
tile and sinister Jibbenainosay should select 
the Jersey Palisades as his field of pillage—see- 
ing that it consists chiefly of rocks—and seek 
such illicit gains in a locality which Nature, 
after a hard struggle, has abandoned to goats, 
lichen and midsummer picnic parties.

DECISION IN APPEAL. 

ERNEST HARVIER, Counsel for Appellant. 

ATTORNEY GENERAL opposed. 

OPINION. —Joannes J. 

This appeal is brought before this Court, on 
exceptions filed by Counsel for one Shylock 
Plaintiff in Error. 

The facts as represented in 

217 PucK, page 152 
are as follows: 

Shylock, money-lender, loaned to one Antonio, a mer- 
chant of Venice, 3,000 ducats, on condition that if they 
were not repaid within a certain time, Antonio should 
forfeit ‘cone pound of flesh nearest his heart,” the same to 
be taken by plaintiff. Default was made by defendant, 
who, however, before the judgement against him was re- 
corded, tendered 6,000 ducats, which plaintiff refused. 

The Court below 

Held that his tender was too late. 

Held that if, in so doing, he shed, spilled or caused to 
flow any of Antonio's blood, he was liable; and that he 
must take neither more nor less than a pound; and 

Held that, by exacting the forfeit, plaintift (an alien) 
was guilty of conspiracy against the life of a citizen of 
Venice, hence that his property should be confiscated, 
one half to go to the State, the other half to plaintiff. 

Judgement to this effect, as recorded. It is now 1p on 
appeal. 

The Bill of Exceptions will be considered in 
such detail as necessary. 

EXCEPTION.—Ist. That his client was not represented 
by counsel, 

We do not consider this exception well taken. 
It does not appear from the Record that apel- 
lant was injured by the want of counsel, Judg- 
ing from the usual experience of clients, we are 
of the opinion that he was positively benefited 
thereby. The client or litigant usually has a 
better chance to obtain justice, if he avoids 
contact with counsel than otherwise. He won’t 
sell himself out. A counsel sometimes will. 
Besides an estoppel by waiver interposes herein. 
The appellant proceeded to trial without coun- 
sel. He thus sived a fee. It is true he lost his 
case. A counsel could have done no less for 
him, But query, would the appellant have com- 
plained had the verdict been in his favor? We 
venture to say, not much. His waiver was fatal,

The first exception is therefore overruled. 

The second exception must share the fate of 
its predecessor, 

It is irrelevant, scandalous and impertinent, 
and must be stricken from the Record. ‘The 
innuendo ascribing and imputing venality, par- 
tisanship and corruption to the learned trial 
justice in allowing the expert evidence of one 
Bellario, is certainly calculated to bring the 
administration of justice into disrepute. Were 
the charges well-founded, they would present a 
proper basis for impeachment and removal from 
office. 

In the celebrated case of The People ex scl. 
The Syracuse Saline Co., versus, Muldoon, 
Chief Justice Campbell held: ‘‘Qut facit pur 
alium quoad hoc nil nist prius.” Or, in other 
words, some things being too previous and 
fresh must be abated with salt. 

The averment in the third exception as to 
the tender of six thousand ducats, and the ob- 
jection to the same because the fund was not 
deposited with the Judge, is frivolous and shal- 
low. The tender having been refused in ad- 
vance it was excused. ‘The defendant was cer- 
tainly correct in refusing to deposit the fund 





in the Judge’s hand to hold jendente lit. Who 
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would have held the Judge? In the celebrated 
case of | KowJjoosE vs, OILYMARGARINE, 

14 Sweet Singer of Michigan, 7. 
the principle was distinctly declared that, “if 
a tender is tendered to a tender of Bars, the 
Court possessing a tender regard for its wards 
will excuse a refused contingent application of 
the fund.” Besides, had the Judge obtained 
possession of the fund, it would have been ex- 
hausted in allowances, We cannot, therefore, 
allow the exception. 

BILHOWE vs, CSPENCER, 
14 Josh Billings, 187. 

The fourth exception is not reviewable here. 
It touches a matter of discretion, and is not 
well taken. Morey vs. GARFIELD, 

87 Davis, 4-11-44. 

The fifth exception is equally frivolous. Bel- 
lario sent word to the Court, as per Exhibit No. 
7, that he was very sick. Sickness is certainly 
a legal excuse. Litigants usually are sick of 
the law before the law is done with them. 

CHASTINE Cox’s CASE, 
BALBo’s APPEAL.

An affidavit of a reputable physician might 
have been exacted. But this was not required, 
hence it does not present a proper question for 
review; the appellant himself seems to have 
been afflicted with malaria before the verdict 
was rendered. This is fatal. 

14 Quinine, 88. 

The next exception likewise presents no 
error on the part of the learned trial Justice. 
Hé is said to have greeted one Balthasar with 
the expression: ‘‘Give me your hand, come 
you from old Bellario?” ‘The Justice could 
certainly not have said, ‘“‘ give me your foot,” 
or “ give me a cigar,” or ‘‘ give us a rest.” 

In FRANK DuFFy’s APPEAL 

49 Private Dalzell, 893, 
it was held to be an irregularity on the part of 
the Justice to squirt tobacco juice in the eye 
of a witness, But as even in that extreme case 
it was proven that the witness’s eye was a glass 
one, and that no injury could have resulted 
from the accurate 1o00-yards proficiency of 
the Justice, the judgement in that case was un- 
disturbed. 

The 8th, 9thand roth Exceptions present noth- 
ing to the consideration of this court warrant- 
ing a reversal of the judgement appealed from. 

The Eleventh Exception is, however, well 
taken, and for the error therein specified the 
judgement must be reversed. When the fact 
appears to the Court, that a fraud has been 
perpetrated upon it, a proper regard for the 
propriety and decency of our judicial system 
demands a benzine-naphtha renovation of the 
soiled ermine of Justice. ‘The error was this: 

Portia, a WOMAN, who appeared in male 
disguise, (in contravention of the statute in 
such case made and provided,) was allowed to 
practise before the Court as a Counselor at 
Law, and defended the defendant Antonio. 

This was an error which cannot be too deeply 
deprecated. Had the Court permitted an in- 
dicted Police Commissioner to dump a scow- 
load of the City’s refuse in the Court Room as 
an exhibit—or had he allowed an amendment 
of the Bond sued on, permitting thereby An- 
tonio to have taken two pounds of Shylock’s 
Kosher meat— 

Had he adjourned the Court for drinks or 
played muggins on the Bench—or had he taken 
a year’s vacation continuing to draw his salary 
in the meantime—any or all of these acts might 
have been excused as the simple exercise of a 
sound or unsound judicial discretion. 

But to allow a Woman to plead in court was 
certainly rough on poor Shylock. Were this 
dangerous precedent allowed to stand, what, 
we ask, would be the length, breadth and thick- 
ness of a trial with female counsel on each side? 
Infinity. That would be about the size of it. 





Besides Shylock, as a pawnbroker, was prejudiced 
in this wise—an attack upon a lone woman is 
often made. But the courts must protect a loan 
man. Portia should have been arrested for as- 
suming a male disguise. Women should never 
be allowed to wear the breeches. (Exceptione 
Doctoris Mariz Walkere) Women must be 
kept from the Bar. They are bad enough as 
witnesses. We shudder (judicially) when we 
contemplate the infliction of so cruel a blow to 
our system of judicature, a blow from which 
it would “ never, hardly ever” (1 Pinafore, 89,) 
recover, ; 

The other exceptions in the case need not be 
considered as the judgement must be reversed 
and a new trial granted, with costs to appellant 
to abide the event. 

All concur, except Hilton J. who dissents. 
Conkling, J, absent at argument and not voting. 
Remittitur ordered accordingly.

We have decided to sell our claim in the 
North Park, known as the New Jerusalem Mine, 
owing to the press of other work and the fact 
that the capital stock of the concern is needed * 
for other purposes, The mine is situated near 
the apex of the Continental divide, at an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
The claim is a good deal higher than the price 
we hold it at. 

We have never successfully developed the 
claim for several reasons. In the first place, 
the winters are so severe at that elevation that 
a shaft sunk in the summer time “‘ heared out,” 
so to speak, every spring. ‘This is discourag- 
ing. No man wants to dig a thirty feet shaft 
in a claim, only to find the next spring that it 
has been squeezed out of the ground, or is 
sticking 30 feet up into the atmosphere. 

Again, there is an avalanche of snow and 
loose rock that starts from this point every 
Tuesday, ‘Thursday and Saturday, when on 
time, and it fills the shaft full, You can work 
all day Sunday and Monday freeing the shaft 
of snow and débris, and on Tuesday morning 
before breakfast there is your regular avalanche 
piled in there again, and waiting to be dug out. 

This becomes at last wearisome and unsatis- 
factory. It tends to discouragement and loss 
of confidence. Beside, if the avalanche isn’t 
on time, and is reported several hours late, sup- 
pose she should make up an hour and reach 
the claim while the Superintendent was down 
in the shaft. 

This has happened several times already, 
and Superintendents are getting seldom. 

There are very few men who possess the re- 
quired agility to climb up a 30-foot shaft in 
time to skip an avalanche. 

Three Superintendents of the New Jerusalem 
mine will be thrown in with the property. They 
are down in the bottom of the shaft now, 
They didn’t shut down work soon enough. 
One of them was delayed about getting out, 
and when the avalanche had passed the second 
one started to dig him out, and had just got 
down pretty near him when another premature 
avalanche came past. Then the third one 
started in to dig out the other two. He didn’t 
calculate just right, and he is there too, 

This has given the mine a bad reputation 
and prejudiced the people against it. 

One of the advantages of the claim, however, 
is that no one can successfully jump it. A mine 
at an altitude of 10,000 feet is a very difficult 
thing to jump. A man would have to run two 
miles and jump off a spring-board in order to 
get velocity enough to jump a claim at that al- 
titude.— Bill Nye in Laramie City Boomerang.
